THE ANGLO-AMERICAN DIFFICULTIES. 

Sir J-hn Rose, :he ex-Governor of Canada, 
is in Washington in company with other dis- 
tir guished Englishmen, who have come hee 
from London cn something of an official 
visit.

SUBSIDIES. 

The question of granting subsidies to rail- 
road corporations in the shape of bouds aud 
ilsnds seems to have been tracsferred to the 
ocean steamebip service. A summary of the 
bills on which acuon is demanded propose a 
virtual subsidy of nime millions of doilars a 
year, apd asks the Gosernment to guarantee 
the iuterest, the same as on the Pacific rail- 
road bonds, for steamship bonds to the extent 
of nearly seventy millions of dollars. ‘Ibere 
can be no doubt a strong eflort is to be made 
to pass a bill to authorize the buildiag of 
twenty first class iron steamships, to provide 
for their owners issuing twenty millions of 
dollars of bonds, snd on which it is proposed 
the Government shall guarantee the interest. 
Ober bills propose subsidies averaging a mil- 
lion dollars a year,

New York, Jan, 20—At half-pas! eight 

o’clock last evening the Cunard steamabip 
Cuba arrived ip the bay with the released 
Fenian prisoners on board, It had been ru- 
mored for several days that Colliector Mur- 
phy would meet the Fenians on their arrival 
here and bring them into the city on a Rev- 
enue cutter, thus practically leaving the 
of the origivators reception out in the cold. 
As might have been expected, considera- 
ble rivalry existed as to which 
should be on the ground first 
and eecure the prize. A joint committee 
consisting of representatives of the city gov- 
ernment, Irish societies, and Tammany Gall, 
determined not to be outdone, resolved Lot 
tO @Yas ay preconcerted signal, but go 
down the bay and remain et quarantine until 
the Cuba should arrive. In the meantime, 
Collector Murpby and hisparty were consid- 
eripg bow they mught best secure for them- 
eclyves the first reception of the refu- 
geese, ard it was determined, 
about seven o’clock p, m., to dispatel 
a revenue cutter with a boarding officer ou 
board, with imestructions to run outside the 
Ho k, board the Cuba and prevent any person 
from communicating withothe Ipiahexiles. 
When tbe Collector arrived at quarantine he 
found himself beaten »v the Tammany Hall 
Comittee, as the Cuba was lying at anchor, 
and words of welcome had already been 
spoken to O'Donovan Rossa, chairman of the 
committee, by Richard O’Gorman, and the sa- 
Joon of the Cuba wes filled with the friends 
and fellow-countryme. of the exiled Fenians. 
Contrary to expectations, only five of the 
prisoners recently released arrived in the Caba. 
‘The Fenians «xpect the rest of their compan- 
ians Wedovesd@ay next, in the Cunard steawer 
Roesia, Shortly after the arnvyal of Coliector 
Murpby, a beated discussion took place 
between his party end the committee 
appointed by Tammany Hall. It waa plainly 
intimated to the Collector and his friends that 
their presence was illtimed. Shorily b-fore 
noon O'Donovan Rossa and his companions 
left the Cuba and proceeded on the Andrew 
Fletcher, with Board of Health officer Carno- 
chap, to the Cunard wharf at Jersey City. 
Their arnmval in Jersey i created 
but little excitemeut, as they were 
not recogrized. A coach was procured for 
them, aud they drove to Sweeney's Hotel, in 
this city, where a great number of Irish were 
collected to welcome them. The exiles at 
once went to the rooms provided for them, 
and guards were posted on tbe stairs to in- 
sure their privacy. After the arrival of the 
Fenians at Sweeny’s Hotel, Richard McCloud, 
Chairman of the Committee of Reception on 
the par: of the United Lrishmen’s organization, 
presented O'Donovan Rossa an address of 
welcome snd one thousand dollars in filty- 
dollar greenbacks, their first contribution of 
material aid titce their arrival. O’ Donovan 
Kossa, on behalf of his companions, returned 
tharks warmly. It is understood that the 
grand reception which was to have taken 
place on Monday will be postponed, at the re- 
quest of O’Dopovan Rossa, until the arrival 
of the remainder of the Fexians.

Serious Trouble Apprehended Among 
the Pennsyivania Mainers—Warlike 
Preparations— Bloodshed Imminent.

UNITED GERMANY. 


in William of Prassia Declared 
y= rer ip the Halt of Mirrors at 
Wersnilles— His Proclamation. 


VeRsaiLLes, Jan. 19.—King William of 
Prussia was to-day proclaimed Emperor of 
Germany, in the Hall of Mirrors, in the pres- 
ence of all the German Frinces and representa- 
tives of the regiments of the army. 

Lonpos, Jan. 18, 8:30 Pp. u.—King William 
bas iesued the following proclamation at Ver- 
sailles, on the occasson of his assumption of 
the Imperial Crown. He says: ‘lu conse- 
quence of an approval of the German Periaces 
and the free towns for us to restore the Ger- 
map Empire after a lapse of sixty years, we 
apnounce that we consider it our duty to the 
fatherland to accept the Imperial digaity. 
Henceforth we and our successors will bring to 
the title of Emperor of Germany the hope 


that God will vouchsafe a blissful future to” 


the fatherland, and that under our auspices its 
ancient splendor may be restored. We par- 
teke of the dignity, conscious of our duty to 
preserve with German fidelity the rights of 
the Empire, and the rights of its members to 
maintain peace, to support the strength of Ger- 
many, in the hope that the German people will 
reap, in lasting peace within our “boundaries, 
the fruits of their bloody batties, and be safe 
against the renewal of French attacks. God 
grant that we and cur successors may protect 
the empire, not by warlike conquests, buf by 
works of peace, freedom, and civilization.”

Richardson leaves a wife aud family, 
THE SOLAR ECLIPSE. 


Resuit of the Observations in Sicily. 
(From the Boston Advertiser.] 

We pritt below an extract froma private 
letter just received from a member of the 
United States Coast Survey party for observ- 
ing tLe total solur cc'ipse oflast month, in the 
tard of Sicliy. It will be seen that the ex- 
pecition has hada gratifying degree of sne- 
cess. The telegraph has already informed us 
that fine weather prevailed Spain, so that 
we may bope thai the party dispatchet to 
that country had upinterrupted observatiou:: 

CaTAntiaA, Dee, 22, 1870. 

Tuisis the morning of the eclipse, and no 
words can cesciibe the splendor of tee ma- 
jeetic scene before which | am sitting and 
writing to you. It rained Lard last night, 
aud this morving it is allclearing away, show- 
ing Aiina to be more than ever covered with 
snow I fear that our party, which went 
there last night, had a hard time of it. There 
is still the remnant cf Atua’s cloud in which 
-he suiked all day yesterday. But it is all one 
great rainbow this morning. It is just one of 
those exceedingly brilliant ends of a bow 
which you cometimes «ce. But at times the 
whole circuit is visible in what looks to be 
perfectly pute blue sky. 

Ten o'clock.—We see the party on Mount 
Rossi distinctly, although they are ten miles 
off. There are seven of them, and we see 
their mules aid carriages, and even the re- 
flection from some mirrors which they have; 
so that this party, at any rate, is safe 

Half-past 4.—Well, the eclipse is over, and, 
wondertul to relate, all the success seems to 
have been reserved for cur party. has 
got admirabie results with his polariscope; 
— and—— have valuable sketches of the 
corona, and all the larre party assembled at 
the villa were delighted with the whole phe- 
nomenon, to which the epithet of magnifique 
was spplied on all sides. Aud you would lke 
to know bow it was that there was so creat 
succes with us, and not with the others. Well, 
if was thus: Early in the merning all was 
bright ond fair, “but as . the ad 
vevced cioufs begad to appear, 
increased greatly with the 
arising from the ciminvished action ot 
sun usontheearth. These clouds kept grow- 
ivg with a rising wind till nearly at the middte 
of the eclipse the sun was hidden behind a 
thick, biack screen, und all Lopes of a furtner 
view of it deserted us, But just prey:ously 
to the mstaut of total obscuration there wes 
a break in the clouds, which was the more re 
markable becsuse it was :aiming and Bailing at 
the time. This break did vot extend 1,000 
feet trom the place where we observed. But 
it gave us a superb view of the corona and the 
whole totality, and enabled us to establish 
very important conc’u:ions. It must be said,. 
bowever, that there was just enonzh haze to 
deprive us of what I am disposed to call the 
false corcna, and which [consider to be a part 
of our own atmo-pbere But the trae solar 
corona is clearly proved to be asolar atmos- 
plere, extendivg about 8,COO milea above the 
ordinartiy visible surface of the enn. ‘There 
were three diflerent sources of proof of this

The question was stated to be upon 
Mr, Rameey’s amendment to make good to 
the States the depreciation on scrips issued 
for borrowed money advanced to the Govern- 
ment, the effect being confined to a few 
States in the extreme West.

The Dosturbgaces in Kentacky . 

On the assembling of the Legislature, 
Goy. STEVENSON in his message commu- 
nicated to that body the fact that numer- 
ous Oulrages were beipg committed within 
the bounds of the Commcnwealth by or- 
ganized parties of men, and made some 
very wholesome suggestions on the sub- 
ject. Welearn from Frankfort that the 
joint committee of five from each House 
towhom that portion of the Governor's 
message was referred, are disposed tor ac 
tion, having already held two consul- 
tations on the subject, and intending to 
hold a third, when something decisive may 
be agreed upon, this afternoon.

authority to employ a secret detective po- 
lice, was adopted. This goes to the root 
of the matter, and such a law, it enacted, 
ill soon put a.quietus upon the disturbers 
of the public peace. Give to the officers of 
the law the power of enforcing it, and 
provide for the arrest and severe punisb- 
ment of all engaged in the Kuklux out- 
rages, so Called, and all will be well. As 
these outrages are usually directed against 
negrocs, it will, of course, be necessary, in | 
addition to the detective police, to allow 
all persons cognizant of them to give in | 
their evidence, irrespective of race or | 
color. 

Gen. TERRY, it is reported, has been or- 
aered to Kentucky, with instructions to | 
quell the disturbances to which we allude, 
but the effectual quelling of those disturb- 
ances depends upon the Legislature and 
the people of the State.
